Presentation to C.eu. BrlsBin by the l«5th 
I . s. t ..lortd Infantry— speeches on the 
Occasion. 

On Wednesday the officers and soldiers 
of the 125th U. 8. colored infantry present- 
ed Gen. Brisbin with a beautiful service of 
silver, in token of their appreciation. The 
'i tat ion, on behalf of the regiment, 
was made by Colonel Armstrong, who ac- 
companied the costly gift with a neat speech 
as follows: 

Gkji. Brisbin: In behalf of tiie officers 
and men of my regiment, I present to you 
this token of their high regard. By this 
act we mean to signify more especially our 
profound appreciation of the r.eal, ability 
•nd heroic constancy with which you have 
labored, since opportunity was first offer- 
ed, to free, strengthen and lift up a despised 
and degraded race. This is tbe labor, thi* 
the stainless deed, this the lolly and un- 
guilty grandeur of goodness, which which 
wc honor, and which wins from us a tribute 
that is more than admiration. It is to be 
<expeeled that in the besotted society around 
us, tbe smaller and meaner sort of men 
will wag their heads in imbecile derision, 
and point the skinny finger of their paltry 
acorn, but they are powerless to harm you 
or this oause. * For tbe right at last begins 
lo l*» the mightiest might iu this improving 
world, and the sword of justice is become 
thesoeptoroi empire, and her ministers are 
greater than Kings. 

Wlttjw hive already done, General, 
in behalf of an abject and unhappy race, is 

a true fame. We would have you build ou 
ns you have commenced. The fates sre 
kind; much remains to be done. The fetter 
in broken, but weakness, ignorance, and 
lord lines* remain; the lufiuity wh'ch once 
enslaved is no* tbe rancor which hates, tbe 
calumny that stabs, the malice that oppres- 
ses, defrauds and murders; to pause here is 
to throw away all that has been gained and 
to surrender in tbe moment of victory. We 
trust that there will lie no faltering, uoslip- 
; of joints, or slacking of nerves, no un- 
_ ag and disarming among the friends 
of freedom and mankind until these once 
slaves— now slaves no more forever, thank 
God, but free men with the wants, respon- 
sibilities, and interests of freemen — shall 
posses* tranquil seats and enjoy a secure 
and real freedom. Help to accomplish this, 
General, as you have largely contributed to 
what lias already been done; and when 
God's great ages shall have rolled away and 
the enlarged and better men of a better age, 
standing up in a civilization in whose light 
uo such loul thing as slavery can live, and 
looking back — possibly across a belt of 
darkness— shall starch for the causes and 
ive generated their happi- 
, tbey may be oblivious of many a fame 
now bi illi nt, they may care little for many 
of the heroes and demigods of this lower 
age, but we are persuaded that they will 
not forget you General— no, nor even the 
lowliest of your fei low -la borers 



home and sit down under 
and tig tree, no muu 
make you afraid. 

In making you free your friends feel that 
they have done for you all they can, und 
what is to be accomplished in the future 
for your race rests with yourselves. You 
must strive to become intelligent, you must 
educate your children, you BOM practice 
virtue, honesty, truth, justice aud religion. 
All these things are necessary to make you 
a gnat people, and if you practice them 
you will become a great people ! 

Mauy of you are, I know, fearful that the 
Government will not sufficiently protect 
you in your rights a« freedmen. I believe 
there are some men even in the North who 
would be glad to see' you fall back into 
slavery, but their councils will not prevail. 
We have spent millions of money and lost 
thousands of lives to make you free, and 
would it not be folly now, to* give up that 
which we have so tenaciously for four long 
years fought to accomplish. No! no! we 
will never do such a thing, and you have 
no right to think or fear it. The people of 
the North would rather have four years 
more war than allow you to go back into 
slavery. I would be willing to go to war 
to-merrow if I thought there was even a 
danger of your being re-enslaved. I am 
not quite 6tire that the war is over; there 
may M come more lighting, but rest assur- 
ed therewill be mo BaOM slavery. The prob- 
able withdrawal of the troops from the 
Southern State*, and the removal of the 
military protection is, I am told, a source of 
great anxiety to the black i>eople. The 
Government fully understands your condi- 
tion, and 1 am sure will give you ample 
protection. Everybody knows that there 
are but two ways of maintaining freedom, 
by the bayonet ar.d with the ballot. li the 
troops are taken awn y von must l>e given 
the right to vote. Buth'j.v c m that right 
be given you ? 

1st. I believe the President has as much 
power to confer on you the elective fran- 
ch ; so as he has to allow men who have been 
in rebellion to vote. Since the war began 
you have become a part of the people of the 
South, and the President should cot re- 
store the elective franchise to one part of 
the Southern people, and exclude another 
part; he should not give the disloyal white 
people of the South the right to vote and 
exclude the loyal black people from voting. 

M. i5ut il the 1'ro.idenl will not give you 
tbe right to vote then Congress has the 
power Bad can keep the Southern Stab s 
out of the Union until they correct their 
state Oonstitntiooa so as to allow you to 
vote, ami until th°y secure to you by law 
all the rights and privileges which do, aud 
of right onght to, belong to you as freemen. 

1 haxebceii asked to instruct you as to 
Um pwpat manner of securing your rights, 
lie modest! Be firm! Demaud resj>ectful!y 
but persistently your rights and persevere 
until you get them. While you remain in 
the army be faithful and good soldiers, and 
when you returu to the walks of civil life 
be orderly, sober and industrious, and 
p— oe. prosperity aad bspfdnaai wlllaoaaw 
and abide with you. 

I again thank you for the magnificent 
present you have made me; I will prize it 
the more highly because it comes from a 
once down trodden, abused and misunder- 
stood people. I shall always remember 
yrtu with feelings of kindness, and wher- 
ever I may go or whatever I may do in the 
future, the officers and men of the lliith In- 
fantry will not be forgotten.

Reconstruction in taath Carolina— Aboli- 
tion of Slavery— Negro Sutliag.-. 



To which Gen. Brisbin replied: 
officers and Soldiers of tbe 125th United 
States Colored Infantry: I accept the beauti- 
ful and costly gift you have made me, and am 
glad lo know it is presented more as a token 
of your high appreciation of the cause iu 
which I am engaged than on account of 
any personal relations. Kver since I be- 
gan life I have opposed slavery, because I 
believed it t(. be a great social, moral and 
political wrong. A few years ago I ex- 
pected never to live to see the hour, when 
in a slave State, I could address black men 
as freemen. But, thank God, it has come, 
and the future opens before you full of sun- 
shine, prosperity and promise. The long 
agony is over, the manacles have dropped 
from your wrists, and you to-day stand re- 
generated, disenthralled by the irressitible 
genius of universal emancipation. And 
now in your new condition as a free people 
it will require all your patience, prudence 
aud judgment, tbat the first steps be made 
in the right way and in the right direction. 
I regret to see that some black j>eople do 
not seem to understand the true meaning 
of freedom and abuse it. They mistake 
impudence fur independence, arrogance for 
wisdom, aLd sloth for liberty. Remember 
that tbe free man is always a gentleman, 
kind to his inferiors, civil to his equals, and 
respectful to bis superiors. 

I know that it is hard for you to bear all 
the insults heaped upon you by the people 
among whom you live, but you must con- 
sider their early education, remember that 

tbe Southern |»eople have been raised to re- 
gard you as proj>erty, and accustomed all 

their live- to treat you as slaves. The 

habits of years cannot be given up in a day, 

and you must not expect your old masters, 

all at once to treat you with that considera- 
tion and attention which is due you as 

ireedmerj. Many of them are ignorant and 

full o! bitter prejudice, aud it will require 

some time for them to become accustomed 

to the new condition of things and realize 

fully that they are no longer masters. Bear 

patiently the'hardships (iod basset before 

you, and all will be well in the eud. Many 

are anxious to know what is to become of 

you in the future. I confess I have more 

anxiety about what is to become of the 

wnite than ths poor black people of the 

South. In this country labor is wealth, and 

money is power. Wben I recollect that for 

generations these white people have lived 

off of your labor, and now that the labor is 

your own and they can derive no more ben- 
efit from it, the question arises, how are 

theft to live? You will worl and they wiU 

not; you will gather money for your labor, 

and they will spend their money in hiring 

you. 

It is true that it will require some time 
for them to spend the great, wealth they 
have acquired from your unrequited toil, 
but two generations will effect the change 
I speak of, and unless they turn to and earn 
money by labor, the property they now four years, et 



The message of Provisional Governor 
Perry opens with a brief allusion to "the 
great political convulsions which have re- 
cently taken plaM in the Southern States, 
and the terrific war which has swept ever 
South Carolina,"' h~|i em;irks that "the Presi- 
dent of the United Slates has manifested a 
generous and patriotic solicitude for the 
restoration of the Southern States to all 
their civil and political rights under the 
Constitution and laws of the United Slates." 
Of tbe death of slavery and the changes 
now to be made in the State Constitution, 
the Governor says: 

"African slavery, which was a cherished 
institution of South Carolina from her ear- 
liest colonial history, patriarchal in its 
character, under which the negro has mul- 
tiplied aud increased with a rapidity prov- 
ing that he has been kindly cared for and 
protected, is gone, dead forever, never to be 
r. vived or hoped for in the future of this 
State. 

"Under the war-making power the mili- 
tary authorities of the United States have 
-bed slavery in all of the seceding 
States. The oath you have solemnly taken 
lo 'abide by and faithfully support all Jaws 
and proclamations which have been made 
during the existing rebellion, with refer- 
ence to the emancipation of slaves,' requires 
you, in good faith, to abolish slavery in 
your new or amended Constitution. 

"The express terms on which your par- 
dons have been iEsued, stipulate that you 
shall never again own or employ slave 
labor. It is likewise altogether probable 
t hat the proposed amendment to the Fed- 
eral Constitution, abolishing slavery, will 
be adopted by Ihree-fourths of the "stales, 
and become a part of the Constitution. 
Moreover, it is impossible lor South Caro- 
lina ever to regain ner civil rights and be 
re-stored to the Union till she voluntarily 
abolishes slavery, and declares by an or- 
ganic law, that neither 'slavery no invol- 
untary servitude, except as a punishment 
for crime, whereof the party shall have 
been duly convicted,' shall ever again exist 
within the limits of the State. Until this 
is done, we shall be kept under military 
rule, and the negroes will be protected as 
'few •■linen' by the whole military force of 
the United States. But I know that you are 
all honorable men, as well as patriotic men, 
and will do your duty faithfully to your- 
sel vi s aud your country, however painful it 
may be. 

"In making this unavoidable change in 
your Constitution, abolishing slavery, and 
w hieb will require the substitution of hired 
labor for that of slave labor, and it is to be 



ate of this State, an you know, is entirely 
arbitrary, and founded on no just princi- 
ples of property or population. At the time 
it was adopted — more than seventy-five 
years ago— it was, no doubt, fair and equal. 
But since that time the entire relative con- 
dition of election districts has changed. 
The upper country, at the adoption of our 
State Constitution, in 17!H), was compara- 
tively but newly settled, had a sparse pop- 
ulation, and very little wealth. Rut, since 
tbat time, this portion of the State has in- 
creased in wealth and numbers in a much 
greater rallo than the lower country. Hence 
it is that the parish representation in the Sen- 
ate is unequal and unjust. Twenty or thir- 
ty votes in one of the parishes, whose popu- 
lation and taxation combined entitle it to 
only one member of the House of Represen- 
tatives, have the same representation in the 
Senate that three thousand voters have in 
the Edgefield district, whose population 
»ud taxation entitled it to six members in 
the House. This is contrary to all repub- 
lican principals of political justice and 
equality. 

"In tne early history of South Carolina, 
the representation in the parishes was re- 
peatedly changed to equalise it among the 
respective election districts. But all such 
changes have been obstinately refused dur- 
ing the last seventy-five years. Now that 
slavery is abolished, a reformation iu this 
respect is imperative, aud must be adopted. 
In effecting this change, it Would be well to 
adopt the basis of representation in the 
House of Representatives, which is founded 
<'ii population and taxation. 

"Each Judicial district in the State should, 
however, have one Senator, and the city of 
Charleston two. The other Senators, if the 
present number be retained, may be given 
to the largest districts in population and 
taxatiou, as fractious are now represented 
iu the House of Representatives. The two 
great elements of representative govern- 
ments are wealth and population, and they 
should be both equally represented, so that 
the one cannot legislate to the injury of the 
other." 

The Governor proposes the retention of 
the Federal basis of representation in Con- 
gress, counting three-fifths of the negroes; 
remarks that the question of suffrage is one 
of grave importance, and adds 

"The radical Republican party North are 
looking with great interest to the action of 
the Southern States in reference to negro 
■ll til Ml and whilst they admit that a man 
should be able to read and write and have 
B property qualification in order to vote, 
yet they contend that there should be no 
distinction between voters on account of 
color. They forget that this Is a white 
man s government, and intended for white 
men only; and that the Supreme Court of 
the United States has decided that the negro 
is not an American citizen under the Fed- 
eral Constitution. That each and every 
State of the Union has the unquestionable 
right of deciding for herself who shall ex- 
ercise the right of .suffrage is beyond all 
dispute. You will settle this grave ques- 
tion as the interest and honor of the State 
demand." 

He recommends the election of State offi- 
cers by the people, and styles the election of 
Presidential electors by the Legislature "a 
usurpation on the part of that body, and 
which no other State in the Union tolerates 
at the present time." He also insists that 
in all elections made by the Legislature the 
voting should ba viva voce. 

Among the minor recommendations are 
the consolidation of the Treasury Depart- 
ment of the State; the speedy election of 
members of Congress; and the legalization 
of all acts passed by the rebel legislature 
which do not conlliet with the Constitution 
Of the United States. Ou the question of 
tax lion he says: 

"I was authorized by the President to lay 
a tax, by assessment, fci tbe purpose of de- 
fraying the expenses of the convention. 
This 1 declined to do, in consequence of the 
utter destitution of the people, and you will 
have to make such arrangements for your 
expenses as you may think most advisa- 
ble." 

Money and business are treated of as fol- 
lows : 

"The want of money or a circulating me- 
dium cannot continue long. The sale of 
cotton, as soon as its transportation to mar- 
ket is practicable, will supply the country 
with money enough for its most pressing 
wants. The farmers and planters, now that 
their slaves are emancipated, may very 
well dispose of a portion of iheir lands to 
relieve their embarrassments, and acquire 
the means of enriching aud improving the 
remainder. Northern capitalists and Euro- 
pean immigrants will readily maka invest- 
ments in real estate iu South Carolina. In 
a short time money, which is superabun- 
dant in the Northern States, will naturally 
and necessarily flow South, seeking its 
value, as water flows seeking its level. 

"After the collapse of the so-called Con- 
federacy, the Southern States were left in a 
most anomalous condition in reference to 
their monetary affairs. The gold and silver 
had been exported as au article of com- 
merce during the war; the Slate banks were 
all broken and their bills driven out of cir- 
culation, and the Confederate money be- 
e mie, of course, valueless. This lelt the 
South without auy kiud of money or a cir- 
culating medium. Eight millions of peo- 
pie, in a high state of civilization, occupy- 
ing a rich and fertile country, without 
money or the means of exchange, except by 
barter." 

In conclusion, the Governor declares that 
South Carolina resume's her allegiance in 
good faith, counsels the convention to "do 
ali .hat is necessary to aid the President in 
carrying out his wise and generous policy of 
reconstruction;" and sa3's that the military 
authorities iu the State have been instruct- 
ed not to interfere with the civil adminis- 
tration. The troops are alluded to in the 
following terms: 

"It is also a sou-co of congratulation to 
know that the colored troops, whose atro- 
cious conduct has uUagraOM the service ar.d 
rilled the public mind with the most horri- 
ble apprehensious, have been withdrawn 
from the interior of the State, aud are to be 
placed in garrisons on the coast, w hero 
they can do no further mischief. In all of 
my personal interviews with the President 
and in all of my dispatches to him, I arced 
this course most earnestly. The white 
troops are, I believe, doing their duty bene- 
ficially to the country, in preserving the 
peace and good order of the State. It is 
thought that their presence amongst us for 
some time yet will be necessary, in order to 
enforce the relative duties of the freedmen 
and their employers."

I 
assure you it is with feelings of sincere re- 
gret that I part with the many friends it 
has been my fortune to meet iu Louisville. 
As you have said, sir, I came among you a 
stranger, with no claims upon your hospi- 
tality but that of a common brotherhood. 
I have received at your hands, gentlemen, 
the courtesies and kindness that we expect 
only from near and dear friends. 

The cares and fatigue incident to my pro- 
fession and position have been made light 
by the many acts of kindness received at 
your hands, aud the lew hours of leisure 
which my official duties permitted me to 
enjoy, have made happy and pleasant by 
the cordial, hearty hospitality you have 
extended to me. I le ft my home in a dis- 
tant State to aid in preserving the integrity 
of the Union at a time when the danger 
that theatened us seemed almost over- 
whelming. I return to that home fully as- 
sured that the danger is past; that the 
Union formed by our fathers has been pre- 
served in tnct, and that we are now more 
than ever the United States of America. It 
was my duty, as it was that of every true 
citizen, to do all in his power to aid and 
sustain the Government in protecting itself 
against the assaults of our enemies. I have 
endeavored to perform that duty faithfully 
and honestly, and it Is a source of satisfac- 
tion to me to feel that I have done it in such 
a manner as to receive the cordial approval 
you have been pleased to bestow upon me. 

Again thanking you for this evidence of 
your regard, and with the hope that your 
journey through life may be as pleasant 
and cheerful as 3-011 have made mine dur- 
ing t".y stay among you, I bid you, one and 
ail, Jarewell. 

Mississippi Militia. 

It is stated on pretty good authority that 
most of the militia now being organized iu 
Mississippi, refuse to be mustered under any 
other than th State Hag, aud openly proclaim 
their determination never to rerve in any 
capacity under the stars aud stripes. This 
is not fjjjficial, but it purports to come from 
an officer connected with freedinen's affairs, 
to Major General Howard. We shall know 
in a short time the truth or falsity of the 
statement for in case there is any founda- 
tion for the report, the President, of course, 
will back water in his Southern organiza- 
tion experiment. The draft on the af lasts 
sippi mlllltia amounts to twelve thousand 
men— a very respectable body, in numbers, 
to be armed by the Government, with such 
sentiments on their lips and in their hearts 
against the old ll.tv. 

So far, 110 decided opposition has been ex- 
hibited by the Republican party against 
this policy of the Administration. Urave 
doubts have been and continue to be ex- 
pressed about its wisdom and its success: 
bod every one, almost, seems willing to 
give the experiment a fair trial. If, by 
w ithdrawing the military forces from the 
Southern States, and placing the reins iu 
the hands of the people lately In the rebel- 
lion, reconstruction shall be better and 
sooner accomplished, every one will re- 
joice, und fail act to yield to tbe President 
the honor of the profound sagacity whleh 
discovered the plan, and the nerve which 
executed it. There is something in human 
nature, we admit, that may justify an ex- 
periment of the kind occasionally, but tha- 
sometbiug is rather too uncertain and cout 
ditional to be depended upon where great 
and important results are involved. We 
may "heap coals of fire" on an individual 
head by generous ;-nd magnanimous treat- 
ment, but we doubt the theory in its appli- 
cation to States. Among large masses the 
•fleet is diffused, weakened and counter- 
act d. 

The old plan is the better and safer one, 
and tt> that, we think, there will be a return 
before a great while. President Johnson 
appears to be ready at any moment, when 
his experiment shows evident signs of fail- 
ure, to come back to the former line of pol- 
icy. The conduct of the Mississippi militia 
is a tolerably fair reminder of the wisdom 
of the original design, and the harsh treat- 
ment of the freedmen, aud constant appli- 
cation for further Executive favors and 
clemencies are the evidences of the reten- 
tion of grudges and a desire for power that 
badly comport! with the National wish and 
expectation. There is one thing certain, 
aud that is, the old method of reconstruct- 
ing the Si luihern States was free from any 
thing of a dangerous tendency. The peo- 
ple of the South wore laaaaAad with it— in- 
deed they deemed it gentle and gem rous. 
Concessions were, however, admitted, aud 
these concessions are clamorous for greater 
privileges. As the policy works now, 
nothing short of the restoration to pow er of 
all the Stales lately in revolt against the 
Government, may be looked for at an early 
moment, and thai, too, before the compen- 
sations of the war are secured.- St. Louis 
Democrat.

'freedmen' aud women, you may attach I 
them to you as strongly in their new condi- 
tion as they were whilst your slaves. They 
will Boon learn to see and feel their depend- 
ence on you and know that their interests 
require them to be true and faithful to you. 

"It is to be expected that so gtaat aad 
sudden a change as this in the condition of 
the negro will produce, at first, confusion, 
idleness and dissatisfaction. This, however, 
will only be temporary. Time and experi- 
ence must bring order and system. The 
freedman' will soon find out thai lie mu>t 
work or j>erisli. Legislation will aasaaav 
je required to regulate the relative 
dottai of the employer and employee." 

He dwells upon the necessity of popular- 
izing the State constitution, as follows: 

"It is very desirable tbat you should avail 
yourselves of the present opportunity of 
reforming and popularizing the State con- 
s' itution in s-veral particulars. It is the 
reproach of South Carolina abroad that 
her constitution is less popular and repub- 
can in its provisions than that of any other 
State in the Union. And it is thought by 
many that to this cause alone may be traced 
the origin of that discontent and dissatisfac- 
tion with the Federal ffovernment, which, 
lifter being nursed for thirty-three or thirty 
four years, ended in the secession or rebel-

Canada is becoming depopulated. This 
. iiM'lf is a sure sign that the Union is re- 
ceiving the mass of its emigration. The 
exodus has been so serious as to create a 
c:tll la some quarters upon the attention of 
(Jovernment; but young Canada continues 
flocking to the border. The Bishop of 
Toronto lately gave as his reasons for not 
rehuildiog his cathedral, the great losses 
whi.-h his diocese has sustained in numbers. 
In 1801 this Catholic dioceau bad a congre- 
gation of 411,000; but according to the census 
now given l>v the bishop it does not contain 
more than 30,000. Toronto City from hav- 
ing 8,000 Catholics has diminished to 4.0oO. 
Not one, but many Canadian* journals, 
make the same complaint, and the emigra- 
tion, though mostly from among tho Irish, 
seems to extend to other sects and dashes 
of workingmen. "The people," says a 
Montreal journal, "are leaving us by tens 
of thousands." This seems to be no phe- 
nomenon but only tbe reasonable out-work- 
ing of that natural pew which seeks every 
good opening, and which, some day, may 
inUuence Canada itself to come into the 
Union.

And as we can 
think of no agency so efficient as the Freed- 
men's Bureau for unfolding these saving 
truths to them, we desire that agency to 

its work. Political demagogues aro deter- 
mined by a mixture of coaxing and curs- 
ing to cheat the country out of thisindis- 
pensible element of time in the great pro- 
cess of healing now well under way. 

They have selfish and grovelling ends to 
serve in this. And for the sake of these, 
they are indefatigable in plastering up the 
wounds with high-souuding resolutions, 

they pronouce the cure already effected 
and perfect, and damn everybody who 
doubts, or who asks for a little time to look 
under their empirical application to see if

No one who makes even a shadowy pre- 
tense of loyalty, will deny that important 
and fundamental changes of sentiment in 
the Southern people, are an indispeusible 
pre-requisite to their receiving back their 
forfeited political privileges.

Moore, tbe widow of the celebrated Irish 
poet, u jx>n whom a pension of £100 had been 
settled by tbe English Government, in 1850,

her husband, and the infirm state of her 
health," died recently at an advanced age, 
having survived her husband 13 years. 
She was Miss Dyke, an actress of consider- 
able talent, when, in ls.ll, she became tbe 
wife of tbe author of the "Irish Melodies" 
and of "Lalla Rookb.'' Tbe poet paid to 
his devoted wife tbe "homage of a lover,'' 
and the end of his life, which had been 
clouded by the premature death of all his 
children, and by his infirmities, was still 
more harrasaed by bis anxiety for tbe wel- 
fare of bis wife. To provide for her neces- 
aitiea his "Memoirs, Journal and Corres- 
pondence" were sold foi 4^,000 to the Long- 
mans, who published them in eight vol- 
umes, from 1858 to 1859, under the editorial 
supervision of Lord John Ruaaell, the pres 
ent^Secretary of Foreign Affairs, in

Tue Abortion Case— Col. Jacques. — 
The fall of such a man as Col. Jacques is 
sufficient to arouse the sorrow of every 
man who knows the former worth of the 
gallant Jacques. He was one of the first 
aud most influential of the Methodist cie- 
nomination in Illinois. When that body 
established a female educational school in 
Jacksonville, he was placed in charge of it. 
He managed it with such talent and success 
that when a greater educational enterprise 
was projected, he was transferred to it. He 
was engaged in this when the rebellion 
commenced. Col. Jacques was a man of 
intense loyalty, of commanding influence 
and of great oratorical ability. He took tbe 
field in behalf of the Union aud speedily 
raised one of the finest regiments that Illi- 
nois gave to the service of the nation. It 
was called the preacher's regiment, on ac- 
count of the number of preachers enlisted 
in it. Of this regiment Jacques was made 
Colonel, and be served with great distinc- 
tion. 

During tbo progress of the war, Colonel 
Jacques had numerous conferences with 
Bishop Simpson, and both were well mmm- 
fied that if a Methodist of proper position 
in the North could get among the Southern 
Methodists much might be done toward 
crippling the rebellion. This mission Col. 
Jacques undertook with the approval of 
Bishop Simpson and of Mr. Lincoln. Col. 
Jacques bravely met the peril and travel- 
ed extensively among the Southern Meth- 
odists. Ho returned just before the battle 
of Cbickamauga and took a conspicuous 
part in that battle. 

Col. Jacques was the companion of Mr. 
Gilmore in a visit to Richmond for an in- 
terview with Jeff. Davis, in which mission 
they succeeded. This visit was intended to 
bring about peace. 

The Colonel has recently been detailed 
for breaking up tbe negro camps, such as 
Camp Nelson. This is the cause of his 
presence in Kentucky. 

On Friday last Col. Jacques employed a 
fellow calling himself dr. H. G. Miller, to 
procure an abortion in the case of a Georgia 
woman. The Colonel was present during 
the tragedy, and was arrested with the fe- 
male abortionist, at whose bouse the mur- 
der whs perpetrated and with Miller, tbe 
abortionist, the murderer of innocents. 
The victim died in about eight hours after 
Miller commenced his depredations. The 
whole party was arrested in flagrante delicto 
aud are now in jail, the Coroner's inquest 
having amply confirmed till the suspicions 
that led to the interference of the police. 
Mr. Turner, the policeman, saw signs of 
the outrage in progress, and made his pre- 
parations for arresting the guilty parties, 
in which, as we have said, he succeeded. 
We do not rejoice in iniquity, and we can- 
not but drop tears of sorrow over the fall of 
such a man as Colonel Jacques. 



The Cholera.— The inarch of this fear 
ful epidemic is onward, and it appears 
from our advices from Europe, that in some 
localities it claims as many victims now M 
when it first appeared. The name of the 
dread monster sends a sickening stroke to 
each and every inhabitant of our land, and 
especially are we here in Louisville made 
almost speechless when we hear the name 
" Cholera." Why? The reason that we 
dread it so much and have every reason to 
fear that when it reaches our laud it will 
certainly visit our city, is the filthy aud un- 
healthy condition of our streets, gutters, 
<fcc The Council of the city with that wis 
dom and promptness that is praiseworthy, 
have enacted two ordinances for the certain 
and permanent cleansiuK of the streets and 
gutters of the city. They being only the leg- 
lative part of the corporation, cannot do any 
more in that direction, and the ordinances, 
like many others of as much importance, 
remain on our records as a "dead letters" — 
as nothing. Why ? The executive of the 
city is not an exective officer. He either 
winks at his duty, does not feel the impor 
tance of enforcing laws, or 
stand bis duty. 

Tbe City Council have also enacted an or- 
dinance organizing a "Board of Health," 
which is a good aud practicable bill. The 
members of the board have been promptly 
elected; there it rests, the end not arrived 
at, not even commenced arriving at the 
purpose. Why? The ordinance reads: "It 
shall be the duty of the Mayor to give of- 
ficial notice of their election to the several 
members of the Board, xmmcdiately after 
their election." We would ask the several 
gentlemen, who have been elected, if they 
have bad such notice. We know they have 
not. It is plain where the fault lies. Or 
dinances and resolutions (upon the urgent 
demand of tbe people) have been enacted 
by the General Council, with a view of 
placing our city in the sanitary condition 
tbat the signs of the times and tbe dread fu- 
ture demand. 

These laws are almost perfect, and are 
now being enforced in other cities, ana the 
fruits of the work elsewhere are being 
praised. Here in this popular and beauti- 
ful home of ours, nothing is being done. 
No one executes the laws. That is now the 
only and important tning wanted. Let 
those who are neglecting their sworn and 
bounden duty in this matter take warning, 
for when this scourge visits us, and the crj 
of the dying and the mourner will come 
from every street, remember that much, 
perhaps enough, might have been done to 
stay the calamity. We hope that the ordi- 
nances for the removing of filth and dirt 
from the houses, for the keeping of streets 
olean, and tbe odinance regulating a Board 
of Health will be enforced. If not, then 
let the citizens demand the reason, and 
remedy the evil.

Boiler Explosion in a Printing Of- 
fice— Narrow Escapes. —About five 
o'clock Saturday afternoon, the communi- 
ty in the vicinity of Third street were star- 
tled by a terrible noise, which sounded as 
if a heavy piece of artillery had been dis- 
charged in the street. The excitement in 
the street was intense, aud large crowds 
flocked towards the spot from whence the 
sound proceeded. It was soon found that 
the boiler of the Volksblatt office on Third 
street, near Market, had exploded. The 
boiler was situated in the rear of the build- 
ing in a house erected for the purpose. This 
house was torn to atoms by the explosion, 
and bricks, timber, and mortar were thrown 
in all directions. The explosion, which we 
believe resulted from oversight, was most 
terrific. A large piece of the boiler was 
sent whizzing through the air to Second 
street. Another piece of large size fell in 
Third street. 

It is almost miraculous that no one was 
killed by this accident. We are happy to 
be able to state that no one was seriously 
injured. Mr. Krippenstapel, the proprietor 
of the paper, was at the desk in the 
front part of the office aud had his 
head slight ly cut by some of the 
flying rubbish. Tne engineer was only 
a few steps from the boiler at the 
time of the explosion, but strange to say he 
escaped uninjured. The power press in an 
adjoining room, and which was running at 
the time was covered with rubbish. The 
pressman also luckily escaped. The jar 
caused by the explosion broke all the glass 
in the windows in the adjoining houses, 
and also broke the glass in tbe show win- 
dows along the square. 

The loss to the establishment will 
amount to about §1500. The accident will 
not cause auy temporary suspension of the 
paper. 

There were some rather amusing inci- 
dents connected with this serious accident. 
Adjoining the printing office is a barber 
shop and bathing establishment, both of 
which at the time were filled with citizens. 
After the crash which followed the explo- 
sion, they rushed pell-mell into the street 
under the impression that the house bad 
been struck by lightning. They presented 
a very amusing picture. Those from the 
bathing room rushing about with scanty 
raiment, and those from the barber shop 
with lathered faces and partly shaven with 
the towels still fastened about their necks. 
One Falstaffian individual, who appeared 
in nothing but a shirt of short dimensions 
was making as much or more noise than 
tbe explosion. He thought be had made a 
narrow escape. Not until some .time after 
the amount of damage had been ascertain- 
ed did the ludicrousness of the scene appear.

Another Oltraoi; — A QjJWUUMJdk 
Kn.i^s a Union Man.— The loyal citizens of 
Franklin, Kentucky, on Saturday were 
again compelled to chronicle the murder of 
one of their truest and best, citizens. A 
white-washed paroled reb ai horse thief, of 
Harpei's gang, on Saturday last went to 
the residence of Mr. Payne, an unflinching 
Union mau, who lives four miles south of 
Franklin, near tho Tennessee line, Mg*J 
called Payne to his front gate to chat with 
him. They had only been conversing a 
irw minutes when the scoundrel drew a 
revolver and shot Payne five times, killing 
him instantly. The murder was witnessed 
by Payne's little son, who was able to give 
the name of his father's murderer; having 
heard it called by Payne when he bid the 
time of day with the man. The citizens are 
very indignant, and if the villain is caught 
it is expected that he will be punished se- 
verely.

Diabolical Murder.- On Saturday tho 
Coroner was called upon to hold an inquest 
upon the body of a Mrs. Uelaney, on the 
wharf, who had died from the effect of pre- 
mature child birth. The testimony elicited 
tho fact that the husband of Mrs. Delaney 
had been in the habit of treating her in the 
most cruel manner. He is an habitual 
drunkard, and while under the iulluenceof 
strong drink had, on last Tuesday, beaten 
bis wife in a most inhuman manner. On 
Tuesday the deceased gave birth to a child, 
which immediately died, and on Friday 
she died. It was also proven before the cor- 
oner's jury that Delaney had struck his 
wife with a brick Thursday. The jury re- 
turned a verdict in accordance with the 
above facts. Delaney was arrested and 
placed in jail. 

Nashville Train— Man Killed. — As

He was 
recoguized by a man living close by as a 
railroad repair mau, and he was only a half 
a mile from bis home. We were unable to 
learn his name. The train was delayed one 
hour in consevuenco of the accident.

23.— The Wirz Mili- 
tarv Commission reassembled this morn- 
ing". Cap:. Wirz vra> immediately alter 
ward brought into the room and laid down 
upon a sofa, being too weak to sit up. 

Geo. W. Gray, whose tes'imony toward 
the close of yesterday's proceedings caused 
the prisoner so much distress, was cross- 
examined to-day. In reply to a question 
by Mr. Schade be said that he believed in 
punishment after death. When he arrived 
at Anderaonville as a prisoner his pocket- 
book and cavalry coat were taken from 
him. His boots had been removed from 
his feet at the time of his capture. Witness 
an affecting account of the suffering 
of piisoners. 

C aptain Wright was recalled and testified: 
Jn the absence of the Post Captain, Wirz 
had command and countersigned furlough 
papers. Witness superintended the exten- 
sion of the prison grounds, eleven acres 
having been added to them. Wirz made 
requisitions upon him for axes, which he 
had no difficulty in supplying. Fuel could 
hpve been supplied if prisoners had been 
allowed to go out alter it under guard.

Mr. Raker said that the prisoner was 
charged with conspiring with parties 
named :ts well as parlies not nameiU He 
did not know who the latter were. If the 
Judge Advocate introduced matter which 
had nothing to do with Wirtz, then, of 
course, he bad no objection. The Court in- 
quired of Judge Advocate Chipman wheth- 
er he had such testimony at hand, and 
whether wilness-s had Wen sent lor. Col. 
Chipman replied th:tt many had prevarica- 
ted or concealed facts which made it neoes- 
s : \ ur the Government to take extraordi- 
nary measures to get at truth- Evidence 
material to def.-nd tut than to trial , 
and was of absent character. He could not 
tell when he could procure the testimony. 
If this required defense, the Government 
should not resist an application for a con- 
tinuance. 

Mr. Raker asked the Commission toad- 
jour for at least a week from next Tuesday, 
lor the following reasons; 

1. That, undertaking the case on the day 
of its opening, I have had time to do no 
more than keep on with the daily examina- 
tions. I have had no time to inform myself 
w hat w iinesses the delense have, nor what 
they will testify to, nor upon what j>oiiits 
«ny certain witness will testify. Upon all 
these facts I must inform 1113- self, by calling 
our witnesses together, and learning from 
them what they know, and upon what facts 
in the case they can testify. To do this re- 
quires time, which time 1 ask. 

2. There are many points in the prosecu- 
tion ju-t oiaaaf, astberealwayaarein cases, 
and especially in cases of the magnitude of 
this, which admit of and require at our 
h inds complete refutation and con'.radic- 
tion. This I know can be done. 

3. The reason is that the labors devolving 
on me in this crse have proven quite too 
heavy, and my own health requires that 1 
sheul i have a few days rest. I regret very 
much to ask any favor of the Court, for 
reasons personal to myself, but when I 
state to the Court that I am unable to go 
further with the case without rest, I trust 
the Court will do me the honor to believe 
my statement. 

The fourth reason, and an important one 
in our defense, and to give it more weight 
witli this Court by being more clearly seen, 
I must state it in comparison with the pow- 
ers of the Government: The Government 
has show u a commendable disposition to do 
generally what could be made strongly to 
appear to in- necessary for the defendant, 
but should bear in mind it convened many 
months before the trial commenced in pre- 
paring this prosecution. The learned gen- 
tleman who conducted the prosecution has 
had the advantage of all the facilities com- 
ing from that most ellicient source known 
as the Bureau of Judgment. 

Capt. Wirx lies before you with a mind so 
shattered that he is unanle even to give his 
counsel reliable information upon the most 
vital points of his defense. He has not even 
the means to procure the necessaries of a 
man, much less to defray the expenses in- 
cident to a trial like this. He has books 
and documents, but they have till to-day 
been ken; from his counsel by the Govern- 
Jlehas witnesses, like the Govern- 
ment, in ail parts of the United States— in 
almost every State and village of the coun- 
try. Some of them have come at his re- 
quest, but many more are kept away, even 
alter subpoenaed, because of want of means 
to come with. Othtrs write and say : "We 
have seen the charges, and can say. from 
our long stay at Andersonville, such and 
such charges are not true; and we have 
no means to come, unless you send them 
to us." 

Here is a poor, destitute, distracted and 
shattered prisoner, with powerless and in- 
efficient counsel, endeavoring to compete 
with all the power and ability that this 
most powerful Government can employ to 
crush him. Truly, gentlemen, we, as his 
counsel, are endeavoring to intercede for 
him against a powerful Government, and, 
lor want of means, we cannot get together 
other witnesses who are far distant. 

'I hov, N. Y . , fS"pt. 23.— A railroad acci- 
dent occurred on the Rensselaer and Sara- 
toga Company's Long Bridge, crossing 
Hudson river, at one o'clock this morning.

The bridge is used both by the Sara- 
toga and Central railroad. This is the first 
accident that has happened ihere. 

New York, Sept. 23.— The steamer New 
York has arrived from Panama. 

Panama had been kept in continued ex- 
citement bv reports from the seat of war, 
but quiet was speedily produced by a dis- 
patch from the interior. 

The authorities of Salvador recently held 
a summary court martial for the trial of 
Gen. Barreras as a revolutiouist and had 
him shot. He was notified of his sentence 
eleven o'clock at night aud shot at four 
o'clock next morning. His execution has 
created dissatisfaction throughout Central 
America. 

Baltimore, Sept. 23.— The banquet of 
the Grand Lodge, by merchants of this 
city, last night, was a grand affair. The 
Southern representatives appear to be par- 
ticularly pleased with their entertainment. 

CHiCAuo.Sept. 23. — A locomotive on the 
Northwestern railroad exploded its boiler 
in this city this morning, killing the engi- 
neer and a women, a Mrs. Dyer, and in- 
juring several others, two fatally.

\v,th 7 feet :> inches waterin the canal in the 
evening by the mark. Since our \n< re- 
port it has risen live inches at the head of the 
falls, and 1"> taofcM at Portland. The weath- 
er has continued quite warm, aud closing 
with indications of rain all day, and a light 
rain in the evening, 

On the falls last evening there were fully 

I feet 3 inches water in the pass, down the 
Indian ehute. 

The Tyrone and Leonora No. 2, descend- 
ed the falls Saturday evening well freight- 
ed, and the Pink Varble and Financier lor 
Paducah, full of colored soldiers, and the 
Nashville and Bertha for St. Louis, de- 
scended the fall* yesterday. The Nashville 
had a brace of barges in tow. 

The passage of the falls is now the safest 
channel for commerce, as boats seldom, if 
ever, meet with an accident in ascending 
or descending. The canal chute, on the 
other hand may now be considered '\ Etta 
has i;dous."' It is no uncommon occurrence 
for boats to stick in "mid career" in that 
dug out, or to be cast away, or to be lodged 
on the rocks at the head, or a sand bar al 
the foot. We believe it would be far better 
to dispense with the canal altogether. An- 
other line of daily packets coula be estab- 
lished hence to Cincinnati, and we ought to 
have a daily line to Memphis and a daily 
line to Evansville. 

Saturday the steamer Marmora, from the 
lower Ohio with a small cargo of corn lor 
Madison, in attempting to come out of the 
canal encountered the swift and angry 
iviiv s 01 the Ohio, which proving too 
strong for her power to resist, she was cast 
upon the roof Of rocks, or brakers, and had 
not been got off at a late hour yesterday. It 
was an unfortunate occurrence, causing an 
expensive delay. She perhaps would have 
saved money by awaiting a rise in the river, 
and ascending the falls. 

The mailboats, and the People's Line 
boats have been changed, and yesterday 
the Peerless made her appearance at the
